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PREFACE. 



The plan of this Manual is the follow- 
ing- 

The " words of Jesus " have been taken 
as the lesson of the day. They are dis- 
tributed in thirty-one sections, the first 
twenty being from the earlier Gospels, and 
the remainder from that of Jphn. It is 
hoped that this arrangement will prove a 
convenient one for those schools in which 
all the classes are engaged at once upon 
the same course of lessons in the Grospel. 

The passages of Scripture which follow 
have been carefully arranged, so as to be 
read alternately (if desired) by the head 
and the members of the school, or family. 
Twenty of them consist of selections from 
the Psalms ; and the remainder, from the 
later writings of the New Testament

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VI PREFACE. 

In respect to the prayers, it has been my 
aim to give the utmost freedom, variety, 
and excellence of devotional expression. 
It was my hope to prepare them wholly 
from materials furnished by other hands ; 
and only in a few instances has this course 
been departed from. I have sought where 
I could for models of standard excellence ; 
feeling confident of this principle, that, 
while the best devotional expression is 
sufficiently simple aa to form, even th^ 
youngest minds should be fanuliar from 
the first with what is most full in thought, 
and elevated in tone. By permission of 
the proprietors, the " Chapel Liturgy," and 
Furness's " Domestic Worship," have been 
freely used. The first ten of the accom- 
panying prayers, as well as some later 
portions of the book, are prepared wholly 
from the Liturgy. Several others are 
gathered from sources so various as St Au- 
gustine, Eempis, and Fenelon, Channing's 
Memoirs, and Miss Carpenter's " Medita- 
tions." For several, I am indebted to the 
kindness of my friends. In aU, that only 
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is admitted which it is hoped may serve 
the higher purposes of such a Manual. 

Either portion of the service may be 
omitted, or easily abridged, at the discre- 
tion of the reader. 

My original intention was simply to sup- 
ply a want, which I have experienced in 
conducting the devotions of the Sunday 
School. In doing this, however, it has 
seemed desirable to adopt the tone, and in- 
clude the larger range suggested in the 
title. With this view, as well as to make 
of it a convenient manual for professional 
use, I have added such other materials, as, 
without much enlarging the limits, seemed 
essential to the completeness, of the ex- 
tended plan.

Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon 
earth, where moth and rust doth corrupt, and 
where thieves break through and steal: but lay 
up for yourselves treasures in heaven, where nei- 
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ther moth nor rust doth corrupt, and where thieves 
do not break through nor steal. For where your 
treasure is, there will your heart be also.

Therefore I 
say unto you, Take no thought for your life, what 
ye shall eat or what ye shall drink, nor yet for 
your body, what ye shall put on. Is not the life 
more than meat, and the body than raiment ? Be- 
hold the fowls of the air : for they sow not, nei- 
ther do they reap, nor gather into barns ; yet your 
heavenly Father feedeth- them. Are ye not much 
better than they ? And why take ye thought for 
raiment? Consider the lilies of the field, how 
they grow : they toil not, neither do they spin ; 
and yet I say unto you, that even Solomon in all 
his glory was not arrayed like one of these. 
Wherefore, if God so clothe the grass of the field, 
which to-day is, and to-morrow is cast into the 
oven, shall he not much more clothe you, O ye 
of little faith ? 

Therefore take no thought, saying. What shall 
we eat ? or. What shall we drink ? or, Where- 
wthal shall we be clothed ? For your heavenly 
Father knoweth that ye have need of all these 
things. But seek ye first the kingdom of God and 
his righteousness, and all these things shall be add- 
ed unto you. Take therefore no thought for the 
morrow ; for the morrow shall take thought for

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the things of itself. Sufficient unto the day is the 
evil thereof.

Thou hypocrite, first cast out the 
beam out of thine own eye ; ^and then shalt thou 
see clearly to cast out the beam out of thy broth- 
er's eye. 
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Ask, and it shall be given you. Seek, and ye 
shall find. Knock, and it shall be opened unto 
you. For every one that asketh, receiveth ; and 
he that seeketh, findeth ; and to him that knock- 
eth, it shall be opened. Or what man is there of 
you, whom if his son ask bread, will he give him 
a stone ? or if he ask a fish, will he give him a 
serpent ? If ye then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your children, how much 
more shall your Father in heaven give good things 
to them that ask him? Therefore, all things 
whatsoever ye would that men should do to you, 
do ye even so to them ; for this is the law and the 
prophets. 

Enter ye in at the strait gate ; for wide is the 
gate and broad is the way that leadeth to destruc- 
tion, and many there be that go in thereat Be- 
cause strait is the gate, and narrow is the way, 
which leadeth unto life ; and few there be that 
find it. 

Unto thee, O Lord, do I lift up my soul. O 
my God, I trust in thee : let me not be put to 
shame. 

Show me thy ways, O Lord: teach me thy 
paths. Lead me in thy truth, and teach me ; for 
thou art the God of my salvation. 

Remember, O Lord, thy tender mercies, and

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thy loving-kindnesses; for they have been ever 
of old. 

Remember not the sins of my youth, nor my 
transgressions: according to thy mercy remem-'o-^^- 
thou me, for thy goodness' sake, O Lord.

One thing have I desired of the Lord, that will 
I seek after: that I may d)Bvell in the house of 
the Lord continually, to behold the beauty of the 
Lord, and to inquire in his temple.

And he that taketh not his cross and followeth 
after me, is not worthy of me. He that findeth 
his life shall lose it ; and he that loseth his life for 
my sake shall find it. 

He that receiveth you receiveth me ; and he 
that receiveth me receiveth him that sent me. 
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He that receiveth a prophet in the name of a 
prophet shall receive a prophet^s reward : and he 
that receiveth a righteous man in the name of a 
righteous man shall receive a righteous man^s re- 
ward. And whosoever shall give. to drink unto 
one of these little ones a cup of cold water only 
in the name of a disciple, verily I say unto you, 
he shall in no wise lose his reward.

But he that received the seed 
into stony places, the same is he that heareth the 
word, and anon with joy receiveth it ; yet hath he 
not root in himself, but dureth for a while ; for 
when tribulation or persecution ariseth because of 
the word, by and by he is offended. He also that

Agaui, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a

every kind : which, when it was full, they drew 
to the shore, and sat down, and gathered the good 
into vessels, hut cast the had away.

Then he that had received the one talent came, 
and said, ^' Lord, I knew thee that thou art an hard 
man, reaping where thou hast not sown, and gath- 
ering where thou hast not strewed : and I was 
afraid, and went and hid thy money in the earth : 
lo, there thou hast that is thine.'^ His lord an- 
swered and said unto him, "Thou wicked and 
slothful servant, thou knewest that I reap where I 
sowed not, and gather where I have not strewed : 
thou oughtest therefore to have put my money to 
the exchangers, and then at my coming I should 
have received mine own with usury. Take there- 
fore the talent from him, and give it unto him 
that hath ten talents." 

For unto every one that hath shall be given, and 
he shall have abundance : but from him that hath 
not shall be taken away even that which he hath.

And he said. So is the kingdom of God, as if a 
man should cast seed into the ground ; and should 
sleep and rise, night and day, and the seed should 
spring and grow up, he knoweth not how.

I will say of the Lord, He is my refuge and 
my fortress ; my God, in him will I trust.

Take heed, and beware of covetousness : for 
a man's life consisteth not in the abundance of 
the things which he possesseth. 

The ground of a certain rich man brought 
forth plentifully : and he thought within himself, 
saying, " What shall I do, because I have no room 
where to bestow my fruits ? " And he said, ^' This 
will I do : I will pull down my bams, and build 
greater ; and there will I bestow all my fruits 
and my goods.

Except a man be bom again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God. That which is born of the 
flesh is flesh ; and that which is born of the spirit 
is spirit. Marvel not that I said, Ye must be born 
again. The wind bloweth where it listeth, and 
thou hearest the sound thereof, but canst not tell 
whence it cometh, and whither it goeth : so is ev- 
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ery one that is bom of the spirit. We speak that 
we do know, and testify that we have seen. If I 
have told you earthly things, and ye believe not, 
how shall ye believe if I tell you of heavenly 
things ? 

As Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilder- 
ness, even so must the Son of man be lifted up ; 
that whosoever believeth in him should not per- 
ish, but have eternal life. For God sent not his 
Son into the world to condemn the world, but that 
the world through him might be saved. This is 
the condemnation, that light is come into the 
world, and men loved darkness rather than light, 
because their deeds were evil. For every one 
that doeth evil hateth the light, neither cometh to 
the light, lest his deeds should be reproved. But 
he that doeth truth cometh to the light, that his 
deeds may be made manifest that they are 
wrought in God.

For the earnest expectation of every creature 
waiteth for the manifestation of the sons of God. 

The creation itself shall also be delivered from 
the bondage of corruption into the glorious liberty 
of the children of God.

The sting of death is sin ; and the strength of 
sin is the law : 

But thanks be to God, who giveth us the vic- 
tory, through our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Prayer. 

O Thou who didst call the Lord Jesus Christ 
from the dead, and who by thy spirit quickenest 
all things ! we de(voutly bless thee for the assur- 
ance of immortality. Our life is even a vapor, 
that appeareth for a little time and then vanisheth 
away ; but through the whispers of our own 
hearts, and by the instructions of thy holy word, 
we are made acquainted with that inheritance that 
fadeth not away, reserved in heaven for thy faith- 
ful children. 

Help us. Heavenly Father, to believe with our 
hearts unto righteousness in the immortal heritage 
unto which we are called. In our trials we would 
derive courage from the tonsciousness of our des- 
tiny. In our bereavements we would find peace 
in thoughts of the eternal home to which the lost 
of the earth are borne. In our temptations we 
would be fortified against the seductions of the 
world, by the conviction that the future welfare of

XXIIL 

Labor not for the meat which perisheth, but 
for that meat which endureth unto everlasting life, 
which the Son of man shall give unto you ; for 
him hath God the Father sealed. The bread of 
God is he that came down from heaven, and giv- 
eth life unto the world. I am the bread of life : 
he that cometh to me shall never hunger, and he 
that believeth on me shall never thirst. 

All that the Father giveth me shall come to 
me ; and him that cometh to me I will in no wise 
cast out. For I came down from heaven, not to 
do mine own will, but the will of him that sent 
me. And this "is the will of him that sent me, 
that every one who seeth the Son, and believeth 
on him, may have everlasting life. No man can 
come to me, except the Father that hath sent me 
draw him ; and I will raise him up at the last 
day. 
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He that believeth on me hath everlasting life. 
I am that bread of life. As the living Father hath 
sent me, and I live by the Father, so he that 
eateth me shall live by me. This is that bread 
which came down from heaven : not as your fa- 
thers did eat manna, and are dead ; he that eateth 
of this bread shall live for ever. It is the spirit 
that quickeneth ; the flesh profiteth nothing : the 
words that I speak unto you, they are spirit, and 
they are life. 



Our sufficiency is of God, who hath made us 
ministers of the new testament : not of the letter, 
but of the spirit; for the letter killeth, but the 
spirit giveth life. 

Now the Lord is that spirit: and where the 
spirit of the Lord is, there is liberty. 

God, who commanded the light to shine out of 
darkness, hath shined in our hearts, to give the 
light of the knowledge of the glory of God in the 
face of Jesus Christ. 

But we have this treasure in earthen vessels, 
that the excellency of the power may be of God, 
and not of us. 

All things are for your sakes, that the abundant 
grace might, through the thanksgiving of many, 
redound to the glory of God. 
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For which cause we faint not : but though our 
outward man perish, yet the inward man is re- 
newed day by day. 

Our light affection, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more exceeding and eternal 
weight of glory : 

While we look not at the things which are seen, 
but at. the things which are not seen : for the 
things which are seen are temporal; but the 
things which are not seen are eternal. 

For we know that if our earthly house of this 
tabernacle were dissolved, we have a building of 
God, an house not made with hands, eternal in 
the heavens. 

Now he that hath wrought us to the same thing 
is God, who also hath given us the earnest of the 
spirit. 

Therefore we are always confident, knowing 
that, while we are at home in the body, we are 
absent from the Lord : 

For we walk by faith, not by sight : 

We are confident, and willing rather to be ab- 
sent from the body, and to be present with the 
Lord. 

Wherefore we labor, that, whether present or 
absent, we may be accepted of him. 
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Prayer. 

Op thy gift it cometh, O Father, that we are 
here in peace. Thou hast watched over us, and 
thy love hath kept us from harm. Thou grantest 
us health and strength. Thou givest us food and 
raiment. Thou supportest us in difficulty, and 
guidest us in the times of danger and of sorrow. 

Now, O Father, may we flay ourselves to) rest 
in thee. Calm the turbulence of our passions : 
quiet the throbbings of our hopes : repress the 
waywardness of our wills : direct the motions of 
our affections : sanctify the varieties of our lot: 
and point our faith and trust steadily to the attain- 
ment of thine enduring favor. 

Be thou all in all to us : and may all things 
earthly, while we bend them to our growth in 
grace, and to the work of blessing, dwell lightly 
in our hearts, so that we may readily, or even 
joyfully, give up whatever thou dost ask for. 
May we seek first thy kingdom and righteousness ; 
resting assured that then all thiiigs needful shall 
be added unto us. 

Father, pardon our past ingratitude and disobe- 
dience ; and purify us, whether by thy gentler or 
thy sterner dealings, till we have donie thy will on 
earth, and thou removest us to thine own presence 
with the redeemed in heaven. Amen. 
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XXIV. 

Mt doctrine is not mine, but his that sent me. 
K any man will do his will, he shall know of the 
doctrine, whether it be of God, or whether I speak 
of myself. Judge not according to the appear- 
ance ; but judge righteous judgment. Yet a little 
while am I with you ; and then I go unto him 
that sent me. Ye shall seek me, and shall not 
find me : and where I am, thither ye cannot come. 

If any man thirst, let him come unto me and 
drink. He that believeth in me, as the Scripture 
hath said, out of him shall flow rivers of living 
water. Whosoever drinketh of this water shall 
thirst again ; but whosoever drinketh of the water 
that I shall give him shall never thirst : but the 
water that I shall give him shall be in him a well 
of water, springing up into everlasting life. 

I am the light of the world. He that followeth 
me shall not walk in darkness, but shall have the 
light of life. Ye judge after the flesh ; I judge no 
man. And yet, if I judge, my judgment is true ; 
for I am not alone, but I and the Father that sent 
me. I do nothing of myself; but as my Father 
hath taught me I speak Aese things. And he 
that hath sent me is with me : the Father hath 
9 
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not left me alone, for I do always those things 
that please him. 

If ye continue in my word, then are ye my dis- 
ciples indeed ; and ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth shall make you free. Whosoever com- 
mitteth sin is the servant of sin : and the servant 
abideth not in the house for ever, but the Son 
abideth for ever. If the Son therefore shall make 
you free, ye shall be free indeed. 



The Father of our Lord Jesus Christ grant 
you, according to the riches of his glory, to be 
strengthened by the might of his spirit in the in- 
ner man : 

That Christ may dwell in our hearts by faith : 

That, being rooted and grounded in love, we 
may be able to comprehend with all saints the 
breadth and length and depth and height ; and to 
know the love of Christ, which passeth knowledge ; 

That we may be filled with all the fulness of 
God. 

I therefore beseech you that ye walk worthy of 
the vocation wherewith ye are called, with all 
lowliness* and meekness, with long-suffering, for- 
bearing one another in love ; 

Endeavoring to keep the unity of the spirit in 
the bond of peace. 
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There is one body and one spirit, even as we 
are called in one hope of our calling ; 

One Lord, one faith, one baptism, one God and 
Father of all, who is above all, and through all, 
and in us all. 

Be ye therefore followers of God, as dear chil- 
dren: for ye were sometime darkness, but now 
are ye light in the Lord : walk as children of 
light: 

Por the fruit of the spirit is in all goodness and 
righteousness and truth. 

Children, obey your parents in the Lord ; for 
this is right. 

Honor thy father and mother, that it may be 
well with thee, and that thou mayest live long 
upon the earth. 

Be strong in the Lord, and in the power of his 
might. Take unto you the whole armor of God, 
that ye may be able to withstand in the evil day ; 
and having done all, to stand : 

Praying always, with all prayer and supplica- 
tion in the spirit, and watching thereunto with all 
perseverance. 

Peace be to the brethren, and love with faith 
from God the Father and our Lord Jesus Christ. 

Grace be with all that love our Lord in sin- 
cerity. 
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Prayer. 

Infinite Being, whom no mortal eye hath seen, 
nor can see, but whose light beams upon us in 
the face of Jesus Christ, we adore thee for thy 
perfections in thyself, and thank thee for thy 
goodness unto us. We know but little, and we 
desire that thy spirit may instruct us in wisdom. 
Our strength is weakness, and we pray that thou 
wilt give power to our souls.. 

Help us industriously and devoutly to study the 
lessons brought before us in thy word, in nature, in 
books, and in life. We especially beseech thee 
to awaken in our hearts earnest aspirations and 
firm resolves to press on in that path of duty and 
progress which grows brighter and leads higher 
before the advancing steps of thy faithful servants. 

All our sins are known to thee. Omniscient 
God, with their extenuations and their aggrava- 
tions. O, forgive us ! Lead us to purity, to 
uprightness, to the peace of a pious trust, and 
the joy of an eternal inheritance. 

Good Lord, remember our wants in all those 
things of which our lips have failed to speak, 
— our unspoken needs of pardon and of bless- 
ing. We breathe this prayer to thee. Father, 
in the faith and name of Christ, imploring thee, 
for thy mercy, to direct our ways, guard our spir- 
its, and, at last, to accept us. Amen, 
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XXV. 

I AM the good Shepherd, and know my sheep, 
and am known of mine. As the Father knoweth 
me, even so know I the Father ; and I lay down 
my life for the sheep. And other sheep I have, 
which are not of this fold : them also I must 
bring, and they shall hear my voice ; and there 
shall be one fold, and one shepherd. Therefore 
doth my Father love me, because I lay down my 
life, that I might take it again.

All things are delivered unto me of my Father ; 
and no man knoweth the Son, but the Father ; nei- 
ther knoweth any man the Father, save the Son, 
and he to whomsoever the Son will reveal him. 

Come unto me, all ye that labor and are heavy 
9* 
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laden, and I will give you rest. Take my yoke 
upon you, and learn of me : for I am meek and 
lowly in heart ; and ye shall find rest unto your 
souls. For my yoke is easy, and my burden is 
light 



Wherefore, my beloved, work out your own 
salvation with fear and trembling : 

For it is God that worketh in us, both to will 
and to do of his good pleasure. 

Let your conversation be as becometh the Gos- 
pel of Christ, that ye stand fast in one spirit. 

With one mind striving together for the faith of 
the Gospel. . 

I count not myself to have apprehended : but 
this one thing I do, forgetting those things which 
are behind, and reaching forth unto those things 
which are before, I press toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God. 

Let us therefore, as many as would be perfect, 
be thus minded. Nevertheless, whereto we. have 
already attained, let us walk by the same rule, let 
us mind the same thing : for our conversation is 
in heaven. 

I have learned, in whatsoever state I am, there- 
with to be content : everywhere, and in all things, 
I am instructed both to be full and to be hungry, 
both to abound and to suffer need. 
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I can do all things, through Christ, who strength- 
eneth me. 

Whatsoever things are true, whatsoever things' 
are honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever 
things are pure, whatsoever things are lovely, 
whatsoever things are of good report ; 

If there be any virtue, and if there be any 
praise, think on these things. 

Rejoice in the Lord alway : and again I say, 
Rejoice. In every thing, by prayer and supplica- 
tion, with thanksgivmg, let your request be made 
known unto God. 

And the peace of God, which passeth all under- 
standing, keep our hearts and minds through Je- 
sus Christ. 

Pkater. 

O Thou that hearest prayer, unto thee should 
all flesh come. Thou art nigh to all that call 
upon thee, — to all that call upon thee in truth. 
Thou wilt fulfil the desire of those who fear thee : 
thou also wilt hear their cry, and wilt save them. 
When we call, thou wilt answer us. We would 
be anxious for nothing ; but in all things, by 
prayer and supplication, would make known our 
wants unto thee, who indeed knowest what things 
we have need of, before we ask them. 
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And, O thou most holy One, thou knowest how 
much we need thy pardoning mercy. Hear us, 
for our sorrows are hefore us : we bewail our 
trespasses, and confess our short-comings. Be 
pleased, O Lord, to deliver us. O God, make 
haste to help us. Have mercy upon us, according 
to thy loving-kindness ; according to the multitude 
of thy tender mercies, blot out our transgressions. 
Create in us a clean heart, O God, and take not 
thy holy spirit from us. 

As thou art not far from any one of us, speak 
peace to the hearts before thee, and answer the 
filial trust which prompts the words of prayer. 
Free us from all disquieting apprehension, and 
from all vain self-sufficiency. Deliver us from 
the pangs of a wounded spirit, and from the torpor 
of a sleeping conscience. Make our hearts ten- 
der, but permit them not to be faint. Revive in 
us all holy resolutions ; all honesty of purpose ; 
all healthful cheerfulness. Adapt to our several 
needs the services of this hour : and listen to us, 
as one who knows our wants, reads our hearts, 
and loves us in our weakness. 

We pray for all dear to us. We would re- 
member those who are in bonds, as bound with 
them. Free the weak from infirmity, the sinful 
from guilt, and the penitent from despair; and 
protect those who would enjoy the glorious liberty 
of thy children. 
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Be pleased to accept us of thy fatherly good- 
ness, and answer us according to thine infinite 
wisdom. We ask it as disciples of Jesus Christ 
Amen. 



XXVI. 

Except a com of wheat fall into the ground 
and die, it abideth alone ; but if it die, it bringeth 
forth much fruit. He that loveth his life shall 
lose it ; and he that hateth his life in this world 
shall keep it unto life eternal. I am the resur- 
rection and the life : he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live ; and who- 
soever liveth and believeth in me shall never die. 

Now is the judgment of this world : now shall 
the prince of this world be cast out. And I, if 
I be lifted up from the earth, will draw all men 
unto me. Yet a little while is the light with you : 
walk while ye have the light, lest darkness come 
upon you ; for he that walketh in darkness know- 
eth not whither he goeth. "While ye have light, 
believe in the light, that ye may be the children 
of light. 

He that believeth on me believeth not on me, 
but on him that sent me : and he that seeth me 
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seeth him that sent me. I am come a light into 
the world, that whosoever belie veth on me should 
not abide in darkness. And if any man hear 
my words, and believe not, I judge him not : for 
I came not to judge the world, but to save the 
world. He that rejecteth me, and receiveth not 
my words, hath one that judgeth him : the word 
that I have spoken, the same shall judge him in 
the last day. For I have not spoken of myself; 
but the Father who sent me, he gave me a com- 
mandment, what I should say, and what I should 
speak. And I know that his commandment is 
life everlasting: whatsoever I speak, therefore, 
even as the Father said unto me, so I speak. 



God hath saved us, and called us with an holy 
calling, according to his own purpose and grace, 
which is made manifest by the appearing of our 
Saviour, Jesus Christ, who hath brought life and 
immortality to light through his Gospel : 

For God hath not given us the spirit of fear ; 
but of power, and of love, and of a sound mind. 

That good thing which was committed unto 
you, keep by the holy spirit, which dwelleth in 
us, that ye may also obtain the salvation which is 
in Christ Jesus, with eternal glory. 

It is a faithful saying. If we be dead with him, 
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we shall also live with him ; if we suffer, we 
shall also reign with him. 

Follow righteousness, faith, charity, peace, 
with them that call on the Lord out of a pure 
heart ; in meekness instructing those that oppose 
jthemselves : 

If peradventure God will give them repentance 
to the acknowledging of the truth. 

The grace of God that bringeth salvation hath 
appeared unto all men ; teaching us, that, de- 
nying ungodliness and worldly lusts, we should 
live soberly, righteously, and godly, in this pres- 
ent world : 

Looking for that blessed hope, and the glorious 
appearing of the great God and our Saviour, Jesus 
Christ. 

The kindness and love of God appeared by the 
washing of regeneration and the renewing of the 
holy spirit : 

That, *being justified by his grace, we should 
be made heirs according to the hope of eternal 
life. 

If ye, then, be risen with Christ, seek those 
things which are above : set your affection on 
things above, not on things on the earth : for 
' your life is hid with Christ in God. 

And let the peace of God rule in our hearts, 
* to which also we are called. 
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Prater. 

O God, our Maker, who alone canst give us 
the light we need, unseal our spiritual vision. 
Make us to discern the greatness of thy grace. 
Teach us the value of thy gracious messages, 
that we may know how to thank thee, that our 
hymns and praises may he the prompting and 
tribute of our hearts. 

Let our faith be ^not in word, but in power. 
May the spirit of thy Son be our spirit. When 
Christ is formed within us,, then shall we be found 
meet for thy sanctuary. By true spiritual wor- 
ship we shall go from grace to grace, and from 
strength to strength, until we dwell for ever in thy 
presence.

XXVII. 



Now before the feast of the Passover, when 
Jesus knew that his hour was come that he 
should depart out of this world unto the Father, 
having loved his own which were in the world, 
he loved them unto the end. And knowing that 
the Father had given all things into his hands, 
and that he was come from God, and went to 
God, he riseth from supper, and laid aside his 
garments, and took a towel, and girded himself, 
and began to wash the disciples' feet. So af^er 
10 
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he had washed their feet, and was set down again, 
he said unto them, 

Know ye what I have done unto you ? Ye call 
me Master, and Lord ; and ye say well, for so I 
am. If I then, your lord and master, have washed 
your feet, ye also ought to wash one another^s 
feet ; for I have given you an example, that ye 
should do as I have done to you. The servant is 
not greater than his lord ; neither he that is sent 
greater than he that sent him. If ye know these 
things, happy are ye if ye do them. 

Little children, yet a little while I am with 
you. Ye shall seek me ; and as I said unto the 
Jews, Whither I go ye cannot come, so now I say 
to you. A new commandment I give unto you, 
that ye love one another ; as I have loved you, 
that ye also love one another. By this shall all 
men know that ye are my disciples, if ye have 
love one to another. 



Put on, therefore, as the elect of God, holy 
and beloved, tender mercies, kindness, humble- 
ness of mind, meekness, and long-suffering, and 
above all, charity, which is the bond of perfect- 
ness. 

The end of the commandment is charity, out 
of a pure heart, and of a good conscience, and 
of faith unfeigned. 
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Though I speak with the tongues of men and 
of angels, and have not charity, I am hecome as 
sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal : and though 
I have the gift of prophecy, and understand all 
mysteries and all knowledge ; and though I have 
all faith, so that I could remove mountains, and 
have not charity, I am nothing. 

And though I bestow all my goods to feed the 
poor, and though I give my body to be burned, 
and have not charity, it profiteth me nothing. 

Charity sufiereth long and is kind : charity en- 
vieth not ; is not easily provoked ; thlnketh no 
evil ; rejoiceth not in iniquity, but rejoiceth in the 
truth: 

Beareth all things, believeth all things, hopeth 
all things, endureth all things. 
. Charity never faileth : but whether there be 
prophecies, they shall fail ; whether there be 
tongues, they shall cease ; whether there be 
knowledge, it shall vanish away : 

For we know in part, and we prophesy in part ; 
but when that which is perfect is come, then that 
which is in part shall be done away. 

For now we see through a glass, darkly ; but 
then, face to face : now I know in part ; but then 
shall I know even as also I am known. 

And now abideth faith, hope, charity, these 
three ; but the greatest of these is charity. 
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Prayer. 

Father of lights, from whom cometh down 
every good and every perfect gift, let thy spirit 
warm our hearts while we bow in prayer and 
praise. Great is thy goodness, Lord : constant and 
unnumbered are its manifestations. Even when 
we are evil and unthankful, disregarding thy fa- 
vors and breaking thy commandments, still thou 
dost not withhold thy benefits from us, nor avenge 
thyself for our dark ingratitude and guilt. Thou 
makest thy sun rise upon the evil and upon the 
good, and sendest thy rain upon the just and upon 
the unjust. Thus is revealed thine unchange- 
able loving-kindness. O that the sacred flame 
of thy love may kindle our souls, purging away 
all their impurities, and shining in our lives as a 
faint reflection of thee ! 

Enable us, thou who art the Sum and Source of 
every perfection, to rise above all envy and hatred ; 
that we may, like our Divine Master, love our 
neighbors as ourselves, and always be ready to 
sacrifice the inclinations of selfishness to the no- 
bler claims of Christian charity. But most of all 
we pray, that, by means of a faithful discharge of 
our duties to those around us, and an earnest im- 
provement of the privileges of this world, we may 
rise into hallowed communion with thee, and ex- 
perience a foretaste of heaven. 
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Forgive us all, Merciful Father, our transgres- 
sions. Bless us early with thy love, that we may 
serve thee in usefulness, and rejoice before thee 
in innocence, all our days. In the Redeemer's 
name, we beseech thee to hear and answer our 
humble prayer. Amen.

Let not your heart be troubled : ye believe in 
God ; believe also in me. In my Father's house 
are many mansions ; if it were not so I would 
have told you. I go to prepare a place for you ; 
and if I go and prepare a place for you, I will 
come again, and receive you to myself, that 
where I am, there ye may be also. And whither 
I go ye know, and the way ye know. I am the 
way, and the truth, and the life ; no man cometh 
unto the Father but by me.

These things have I spoken unto you, being 
yet present with you. But the Comforter, which 
is the Holy Spirit, whom the Father will send in 
my name, he shall teach you all things, and 
bring all things to your remembrance, whatsoever 
I have said unto you. Peace I leave with you ; 
my peace I give unto you ; not as the world 
giveth give I unto you. Let not your heart be 
troubled, neither let it be afraid.

MANTTAL OF DEVOTIONS. 115 

He that cometh to God must believe that he 
is, and that he is a rewarder of them that diligent- 
ly seek him. 

Let us draw near, with a true heart, in full as- 
surance of faith : 

Let us hold fast the profession of our faith 
without wavering ; and let us consider one an- 
other, to provoke unto love and good works. 

Let us lay aside every weight, And the sin 
which doth so easily beset us, and let us run with 
patience the race that is set before us, looking 
unto Jesus, the author and finisher of our faith : 

Who, for the joy that was set before him, en- 
dured the cross, despising the shame, and is set 
down at the right hand of the throne of God. 

Consider him that endured such contradiction 
of sinners against himself, lest ye be wearied and 
faint in your minds. 

We have not yet resisted unto blood, striving 
against sin. 

Have ye forgotten the exhortation which speak- 
eth unto you as unto children ? — My Son, de- 
spise not thou the chastening of the Lord, nor 
faint when thou art rebuked of him : 

For whom the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and 
scourgeth every son whom he receiveth. 

If ye endure chastening, God dealeth with you 
as with sons ; for what son is he whom the father 
chasteneth not ? 
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We have had' fathers of our flesh, who cor- 
rected us, and we gave them reverence: shall 
we not much rather be in subjection unto the 
Father of spirits, and live ? 

For they verily for a few days chastened us 
after their own pleasure; but he for our profit, 
that we might be partakers of his holiness. 

No chastening for the present seemetli to be 
joyous, but grievous : nevertheless, afterwards it 
yieldeth the peaceable fruit of righteousness unto 
them who are exercised thereby. 

Wherefore, lift up the hands which hang down, 
and the feeble knees; and make straight paths 
for your feet, lest that which is lame be turned 
out of the way ; but let it rather be healed. 
N Follow peace with all men, and holiness, with- 
out which no man shall see the Lord. 

Prater. 

Grant us thy grace, most merciful Lord ; that it 
may be with us, and continue with us to the end* 
Grant us always to will and desire that which is 
most acceptable to thee, and which pleaseth thee 
best. Let thy will be ours, and let our will al- 
ways follow thine, and agree perfectly with it. 

Grant that we may rest in thee above all things 
desired, and that our heart may be at peace in 
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thee. Thou art the true peace of the heart: 
thou art its only rest. In this peace, in thee, the 
one sovereign and eternal good, we will sleep 
^nd take our rest. 

For thou, O Lord our Grod, art the best above 
all things: thou alone most high: thou alone 
most powerful : thou alone most sufficient and 
most full : thou alone most noble and most glori- 
ous, above all things ; in whom all things are 
found together in all their perfection, and always 
have been, and always will be.

Thy works are exceedingly good ; thy judgments 
are true ; and by thy providence all things are 
ruled.

Let our tongue, our soul, and all 
things created, join in praising and blessing thee !

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XXIX. 

I AM the true Vine, and my Father is the 
Husbandman. Every branch in me that beareth 
not fruit he taketh away ;. and every branbh that 
beareth fruit, he purgeth it, that it may bring 
forth more fruit. Abide in me, and I in you. 
As the branch cannot bear fruit of itself, except 
it abide in the vine, no more can ye, except ye 
abide in me. Herein is my Father glorified, that 
ye bear much fruit ; so shall ye be my disciples. 

As the Father hath loved me, so have I loved 
you : continue ye in my love. If ye keep my 
commandments, ye shall abide in my love ; even 
as I have kept my Father's commandments, and 
abide in his love. These things have I spoken 
unto you, that my joy might remain in you, and 
that your joy might be full. 

This is my commandment, that ye love one 
another, as I have loved you. Greater love hath 
no man than this, that a man lay down his life 
for his friends. Ye are my friends, if ye do what- 
soever I command you. Ye have not chosen me, 
but I have chosen you, and ordained you, that ye 
should go and bring forth fruit, and that your 
fruit should remain ; that whatsoever ye shall ask 
the Father in my name, he may give it you. 
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Remember the word that I said unto you, 
The servant is not greater than his lord. If they 
have persecuted me, they will also persecute you : 
if they have kept my saying, they will keep yours 
also> But all these things will they do unto you 
for my name's sake, because they know not him 
that sent me. 

But when the CJomforter is come, whom I will 
send unto you from the Father, even the Spirit of 
Truth, which proceedeth from the Father, he 
shall testify of me ; and ye also ishall bear witness, 
because ye have been with me from the beginning. 



Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord 
Jesus Christ, who according to his abundant mer- 
cy hath begotten us again unto a living hope : 

To an inheritance incorruptible, undefiled, and 
that fadeth not away. 

That the trial of your faith might be found 
unto praise and honor and glory at the appearing 
of Jesus Christ ; whom having not seen ye love ; 
in whom, though now ye see him not, yet be- 
lieving, ye rejoice with joy unspeakable and full 
of glory : 

Receiving the end of our faith, even the salva- 
tion of our souls. 

As he that hath called you is holy, so be ye 
holy in all manner of conversation : 
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Because it is written, Be ye holy ; for I am holy. 

All flesh is as grass, and all the glory of man 
as the flower of grass. 

The grass withereth, and the flower thereof 
falleth away ; but the word of the Lord endureth 
for ever. 

If ye suffer for righteousness' sake, happy are 
ye : be not afraid of the terror, neither be troubled ; 
but sanctify the Lord God in your hearts; and 
be ready always to give an answer to every man 
that asketh you a reason of the hope that is in 
you, with meekness and fear : 

It is better, if the will of God be so, that we 
suffer for well-doing than for evil-doing. 

Beloved, think it not strange concerning the 
fiery trial which is to tiy you, as though some 
strange thing happened unto you ; but rejoice, in- 
asmuch as ye are partakers of Christ's sufferings ; 
that when his glory shall be revealed, ye may be 
glad also with exceeding joy. 

If we be reproached for the name of Christ, 
happy are we ; for the spirit of glory and of God 
resteth upon us. 

The God of all grace, who hath called us unto 
his eternal glory, make you perfect, establish, 
strengthen, settle you. 

To him be glory and dominion for ever and 
ever.

Great art thou, O Lord, and greatly to be 
praised. Great is thy power, and thy wisdom 
infinite. Thee would man praise : man, who is 
but a speck in thy creation ; man, who bears with 
him his mortality, the witness of his sin. Thou 
makest us to delight in thy praise : for thou hast 
made us for thyself, and our heart is without rest, 
till it find rest in thee.

strength. Then shalt thou so dwell with us, as 
now thou workest in us. Amen. 



XXX. 

These things have I told you, that, when the 
time shall come, ye may remember that I told 
you of them. But because I have said these 
things unto you, sorrow hath filled your heart. 
Nevertheless, I tell you the truth. It is expedient 
for you that I go away ; for if I go not away, the 
Comforter will not come unto you, but if I depart, 
I will send him unto you. 

I have yet many things to say unto you ; but ye 
cannot bear them now. Howbeit, when he, the 
Spirit of Truth, is come, he will guide you into 
all truth : for he shall not speak of himself; but 
whatsoever he shall hear, that shall he speak: 
and he will show you things to come. A little 
while, and ye shall not see me ; and again, a 
little while, and ye shall see me; because I go 
to the Father. Ye shall weep and lament, but 
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the world shall rejoice ; and ye shall be sorrow- 
ful, but your sorrow shall be turned into joy. I 
will see you again, and your heart shall rejoice, 
and your joy no man taketh from you. 

Whatsoever ye shall ask the Father in my 
name, he will give it you. Ask, and ye shall re- 
ceive, that your joy may be full. I say not unto 
you, that I will pray the Father for you ; for the 
Father himself loveth you, because ye have loved 
me, and have believed that I came out from God. 
I came forth from the Father, and am come into 
the world ; and again I leave the world, and go 
to the Father. 

Behold, the hour cometh, yea, is now come, 
that ye shall be scattered every man to his own, 
and shall leave me alone ; and yet I am not alone, 
because the Father is with me. These things 
have I spoken unto you, that in me ye might 
have peace. In the world ye shall have tribula* 
tion : but be of good cheer ; I have overcome the 
world. 



Behold, what manner of love the Father hath 
bestowed upon us, that we should be called the 
sons of God ! 

Now are we the sons of God ; and it doth not 
yet appear what we shall be ; but we know that, 
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when he shall appear, we shall be like him, for 
we shall see him as he is. 

And every man that hath this hope in hira 
purifieth himself, even as he is pure. 

Whosoever abideth in him sinneth not: who- 
soever sinneth hath not seen him, neither known 
him. 

Little children, let no man deceive yon : he 
that doeth righteousness is righteous, even at 
he is righteous: whosoever doeth not righteous- 
ness is not of God, neither he that loveth not fais 
brother. 

This is the message that we have heard from 
the beginning, that we should love one another. 

My little children, let us not love in word, 
neither in tongue ; but in deed and in truth : for 
if our heart condemn us, God is greater than our 
heart, and knoweth all things. 

If our heart condemn us not, then have we 
confidence toward God : and hereby we know 
that he abideth in us, by his spirit which he hath 
given us. 

Beloved, let us love one another : for love is of 
God ; and every one that loveth is born of Grod, 
and knoweth God. 

He that loveth not, knoweth not God : for God 
is love. 

We have known and believed the love that 
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Grod hath to us. God is love ; and he that dwell- 
eth in love dwelleth in God, and He in him. 

There is no fear in love ; but perfect love 
casteth out fear. We love him, because he first 
loved us. 

If a man say, I love God, and hateth his brother^ 
he is A liar: for he that loveth not his brother, 
whom he hath seen, how can he love God, whom 
he hath not seen ? 

And this commandment have we from him, 
That he who loveth God love his brother also. 

Whatsoever is born of God overcometh the 
world: and this is the victory that overcometh 
the world, even our faith. 

And this is the record, that God hath given 
unto us eternal life. 

Prayeb. 

O God! the centre of all pure spirits, the 
Everlasting Goodness, we come to thee. Thou 
art the happiness of heaven ; and thy presence, 
felt by the soul that communes with thee, is the 
highest good. Ignorant of thee, we know nothing 
aright: wandering from thee, we lose all light 
and peace : forgetting thee, we turn our minds 
from the noblest object of thought : and without 
love to thee, we are separated from infinite love-

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liness, and from the only substantial and sufficient 
source of joy. Thou art infinitely better than all 
thy gifts ; and through all we desire to rise to 
thee.

Father, I will that they also, whom iho\f hast 
given me, be with me where I am : that they may 
behold my glory, which thou hast given me ; for 
thou lovedst me before the foundation of the 
world. O righteous Father, the world hath not 
known thee : but I have known thee, and these 
have known that thou hast sent me. And I have 
declared unto them thy name, and will declare it ; 
that the love wherewith thou hast loved me may 
be in them, and I in them.

And let him that 
is athirst come : and whosoever will, let him take 
the water of life freely. 

Gody even our Father, comfort us, and estab- 
lish us in every good word and work.
